Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentt.emen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submil  to  j'ou  my  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Billinge  for  the  year  1913. 

POPULATION. — The  first  matter  to  be  dealt  with  is  the  estimation  of  the  number  of  persons 
assumed  to  have  been  living  in  the  district  at  the  middle  of  the  year,  which  numl>er  may  be  taken 
as  representing  the  mean  population  for  the  year,  and  which  may  form  the  basis  for  the  calcula- 
tion of  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates. 

This  mean  population  may  be  estimated  from  the  following  data:  — 

(1)  Natural  Increase. 

Since  the  census  of  1911,  when  the  poi)ulation  was  4,904,  the  liirths  calculated  to  the  middle 
of  lOf.'L  have  e.Kceeded  tlie  deaths  by  179;  tlierefoi’e,  this  number  added  to  4,904,  would  give  a 
population  of  .j,0S3. 

(2)  Assumption  of  the  continued  uniform  rate  of  increase. 

If  the  population  be  assumed  to  have  increased  at  the  rate  calculated  from  1901  — 1911,  the 
population  by  the  middle  of  1913  would  have  become  5,070.

(3)  Calculation  based  on  the  ascertained  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  middle  of  the 

year. 

From  the  census  returns  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  was  5.05.  If  this  average 
number  of  persons  per  house  has  remained  unaltered,  the  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year 


1913  will  be  4,943.

In  view  of  these  considerations,  1 am  of  opinion  that  the  number  5,000  may  be  rea.sonably 
taken  for  the  estimate  of  the  population  of  Billinge  as  existing  in  the  middle  of  the  year  1913. 
Since  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  have  only  increased  in  Winstanlej^,  this  increase  of  50  over 
the  population  of  1912  must  be  added  to  this  district. 
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Tlie  estiiiiatt's  of  the  pojjulatioii  of  the  separate  districts  are  as  follows:  —

The  area  of  Billiiige  is  4,506  acres,  and  the  density  of  the  jiopulation  1.08  per  acre.  The 
number  of  deaths  registered  as  having  actually  occurred  within  the  district  of  BilHnge  during  the 
year  lOl.'J  was  222,  ot  wliich  167  occurred  in  the  Workhouse  Intinnary.  t)f  tlie  222  deatlis,  166 
Aveie  those  oi  non-residents,  and  which  are  to  lie  deducted  ; wliile  to  this  nuiiiber  one  death  is  to 
lie  added  as  liaving  occuried  to  a resident  outside  the  district. 

The  correcited  nuinl)er  of  deatlis,  tlierefore,  is  57,  of  which  28  were  males  and  20  females, 
riie  ileath-i'ate  for  the  year  1!)1.'5  equals  11.4  ]>er  1,000  living,  against  11.51  for  1012,  and  14.04 
for  the  quiiupiennial  jjeriod  1008-1012. 

Tlie  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  IVales  for  the  year  1012  was  I'l.O,  against  14  6 
for  the  jirevious  yeai’. 

Of  the  57  deaths,  17  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  10  in  children  one  year  and 
under  5 years,  10  in  persons  5 years  and  under  65  years,  and  the  remaining  deaths,  which  total  11, 
over  the  65  years  age-jieriod. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  yeai'  of  age  numlKued  17,  eipial  to  an  annual  infantile 
dcath-i'ate  of  124.08  pel'  1,000  registered  births.  'I’his  infant  death-rate  is  slightly  higher  than 
the  average  for  the  decennium  190i5-1012,  when  124.06  was  recorded,  and  much  Tiigher  than  the 
rate  of  107.01  recorded  for  last  year.  Si.v  of  the  deaths  ot  infants  under  one  year  of  age  occurred 
within  the  first  week  of  life,  and  were  due  to  different  causes. 


BIBTHS.  — During  the  year  1!)15  there  were  registered  as  Ixilonging  to  the  district  1.‘57  birtlis, 
70  males  and  67  females,  against  67  males  and  72  females,  as  a corrcs]>onding  total  registered  for 
1012.  The  birth-rate  for  the  district  of  Billinge  is  27.4,  as  compared  with  2-3.8  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1912.

INFECTlOUiS  DISEAtSE. — During  the  year  there  were  notified  13  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
as  against  11  for  the  previous  year.

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The  priiicipiil  epidemic  diseases,  namely,  Small]M>x,  Scarlet  Fevei',  Diplithevia,  ami  Mem- 
hraiioiis  Croup,  Wlioopiii^'  Cou”'li,  Fever  (comprising  Enteric,  Typlius,  and  Continued  Fever),  and 
Diai’rlia'a  with  Enteritis,  gave  rise  to  7 deaths,  rejiresenting  \ 2.')  per  cent,  of  tlie  total  deaths  from 
all  causes.  The  epidemic  death-rate  eipials  1.4  ])er  1,000  of  ])Opulation,  as  compared  with  1.21  for 
last  year,  and  .99  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period. 

MEAiSLES,  a disease  non-notifiable  in  this  district,  was  extremely  prevalent  in  Billinge 
Chapel  End  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  yeai'.  I’his  outbreak  necessitated  the  closure  of  the 
Infant  Department  of  the  Church  of  England  Schools,  but  in  onlj’  two  eases  did  the  disease  prove 
fatal. 


DIPHTHERIA. — Only  one  case  of  this  disease  has  been  notified  during  the  year.  This 
occurred  In  a house  where  sanitation  was  found  good,  and  further  investigation  failed  to  elicit  any 
definite  cau.se.  The  case  endeil  fatally,  but  treatmcJit  was  only  commenced  when  the  child  was 
ni,  cxlrciuls.  Anti-D i])htheria  serum  is  suj)plied  gratis  both  as  a curative  arid  i)rophylactic  agent 
to  doctors  practising  in  the  district. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. — One  case  of  this  disease,  which  ended  in  recovery,  has  been  notified  in 
Billinge  Higher  End  during  the  year.  This  occurred  in  a farm  labourer,  who  had  been  engaged  in 
spreading  night-soil  imjmrted  from  without  the  district. 

SCABLET  FEVER. — This  case  manifested  itself  in  a person  who  had  worked  for  several 
days  with  one  residing  in  an  infected  house.  Treatment  of  this  case  was  carried  out  at  the  home  of 
a large  family,  but  no  further  spread  was  reported — Eucalyptus  Oil  and  Antiseptic  Lozenges  be- 
ing freely  used  in  the  infected  home. 

PULMONARY  TUBERC’ULOSIS  A OTHER  FORMS  OF  TUBERCULOiSLS.— Ten  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  eight  being  Pulmonary  and  the  remainder  Glandular 
Affections  of  the  Neck.  Of  the  Pulmonary  cases  •!  ended  fatally,  equal  to  a percentage  to  total 
deaths  from  all  causes  of  o.-3.  d’he  death-rate  from  this  disease  equals  .60  per  1,000,  as  compared 
with  .40  for  last  year,  and  .60,  which  is  the  mean  for  the  de-cennial  period  1903-1912.  During 
the  year  all  cases  notified  have  Ik'cii  visited,  and  printed  imstructions  left  at  their  homes.  In  case 
of  death  or  removal  from  any  other  cause,  disinfection  is  at  once  efficiently  carried  out. 

BRONCHITIS  AND  PNEIJ.MONIA  were  creilited  with  16  deaths,  corresimnding  to  28.0  per 
cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes.  The  respiratory  death-rates  i3er  1,000  of  the  population 
for  1913  and  1912  are  3.2  and  1.21  re.spectively  ; and  the  mean  for  the  corresponding  years  1903- 
1912  is  2. .31.  Of  the  16  deaths,  11  occurred  at  the  extreme  periods  of  life,  when  respiratory 
diseases  are  often  fatal.  I often  think  many  of  these  might  have  been  prevented  if  more  care  were 
e.xercised  during  the  colder  months  in  avoiding  sudden  changes  of  temperature  among  the  very 
3‘oung  ami  aged.  It  is  not  unusual  to  find  over-heated  rooms  from  which  parents  take  their 
children  for  constitutio-nals  on  very  cold  days. 

DEATHS  UNCERTIFIED  BY  REGISTERED  MEDICAL  PRACTITIONERS.— Two  deaths 
during  the  year  were  returned  as  “ Uncertified,”  and  inquests  have  been  held  upon  five  cases. 

DRAINS,  SEWERS,  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. — All  faulty  drains  receive  immediate 
attention,  and  the  sewers  are  periodically  flushed  out.  At  Upholland  Road  a new  sewer  has  been 
laid  to  receive  from  property  the  sewage  which  formerly  discharged  itself  into  a badly  constructed 
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<,‘ossi)ool.  The  eessjxxils  eoiuiecteil  witli  the  i)r<)'])ei'ty  in  (lantley  Hoad  and  the  immediate  vioinitv 
have  given  rise  to  eomplaints,  and  in  emiseinienee  an  agremiieiit  lias  now  lieen  made  witli  an  ad- 
joining Anthoi'ity  to  receive  and  treat  the  sewage  from  tliis  area.  'I'he  several  sewage  farms  have 
lieeii  visited,  although  no  eomplaint  lias  been  laa-eived  during  the  veal'  ri'siieeting  the  nature  of 
their  etHuents. 

CLEAX:S1NG  AXl)  SCAVl^l XGIXG. — This  work  is  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  the  Council'.s 
workmen,  more  attention  lieing  now  given  to  the  removal  of  nightsoil.  'I’he  inemiveniences 
hitherto  complained  of  have  been  surmounted  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectoi'  living  given  a fi'ee  hand 
in  this  matter. 

Thirty-nine  notices  have  lx.'eii  served  during  the  year  to  abate  the  following  nuisances:  —

Of  the  39  notices,  27  have  been  complied  with. 

DISIXEECTIOX. — This  has  been  carried  out  as  in  the  jiast,  by  means  of  chemical  agents, 
viz.,  Sanitas  Compounds  and  Izal  Eluid,  no  disinfecting  apparatus  Ixiing  used.  Eormaldehyde 
Ta.blets  are  used  for  fumigation,  and  in  cases  where  destruction  of  the  bedding  is  considered  advis- 
able, the  cost  is  defrayed  by  the  Authority.  The  cottage  at  Brownlow  has  not  been  used  during 
the  3'ear,  but  is  quite  fit  for  ain-  emergency,  being  in  good  order,  except  some  little  fault  in  the 
roof  causing  dampness. 

SEAUCHTER  HODSEiS. — There  is  only  one  licensed  slaughter  house  in  the  district,  and 
this  is  situated  in  Billinge  Higher  End.  1 have  inspected  this  building,  and  find  the  ventilation 
and  drainage  of  the  I'ard  in  connection  with  it  unsatisfactorA'.  This  matter  has  been  referred  to 
the  Sanitai'A'  Inspector,  and  Avill  be  dealt  with  accordingly. 

DAIRlEiS,  COWSHEDS,  AXD  MlElvSHOPS. — These  premises  receiAm  jieriodic  inspection, 
and  on  the  Avhole  ma_\'  lie  considered  very  satisfactorv.  During  the  A’cai'  one  shippon  has  been 
drained,  lighted,  and  A'entilated  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  in  force.  X'o  conqilaint  has 
been  receiA'ed  respecting  the  milk  siqijily  of  the  district  other  than  the  jiossible  danger  Avhich  might 
arise  fi'om  the  distribution  of  milk  by  persons  carr_ving  it  out  by  liand  and  often  in  unsuitable 
vessels. 

EACTORY  AXD  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. — The  Avholc  of  these  huAn-  been  visited,  and  ajiart  fi'om 
fault  A’  slop  pipes  in  the  case  of  tAA’o  bakehouses,  nothiing  of  an  unusual  character  has  been  found. 
The  Factor}-  Insjjector  has  not  during  the  j'car  reported  anv  contravention  of  the  Act,  nor  has  ain- 
matter  been  notified  to  him.  No  home  Avork  has  been  done  in  uiiAvholesome  dwellings,  nor  has  any 
case  of  infectious  disease  been  notified  in  connection  with  these  places. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. — These  have  been  visited,  and  found  to  be  ke])t  in  a cleanly  state. 
At  St.  Mai'A-'s  Schools,  Birchley,  the  A'cntilation,  lighting,  and  heating  liaA^e  Ireen  improved,  while 
the  lavatories  complained  of  in  ni}-  last  re])ort  haA''e  Ireen  remedied.  Apart  from  the  condition  of 
the  plavground  and  sanitary  conA'eniences,  A\hioh  are  of  the  midden  tvpo,  eA’^erAdhing  apjmars 
satisfactorv.  The  infant  department  of  the  Church  Schools  has  been  disinfected  after  measles, 
and  antiseptic  lozenges  are  freel}'  given  in  all  the  schools,  both  to  suspicious  oases  of  infectious 
disease  as  well  as  to  contacts. 
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HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  GLASSES. — Much  work  lias  been  (lone  during  the  j'ear  to 
insanitary;  projjertv  froin  verlml  notices.  The  work  has  included  rejiairs  to  roofs,  walls,  and 
chimney  stacks,  fixing  new  windows  and  spouts,  and  repairing  and  building  sanitary  conveniences, 
while  insanitary  yard  spaces  in  connection  with  dwelling  houses  have  lieen  drained  and  paved. 

Under  the  Housing  and  To'Wn  Planning  Act,  1909,  twenty-three  inspections  have  been  per- 
sonally made  and  reported  upon.  These  were  dwelling  houses  of'  a low  rental,  2s.  6d.  and  under, 
and  were  situated  as  follo-ws ; —

other  dwelling  houses,  8 have  been  remedied,  5 are  in 

course  of  completion. 

2 have  been  closed  by 

owner  without  an  order,  and  1 has  been  demolished. 

Ten  new  houses  for  the  working  class  have  been  built  during  the  year,  while  8 have  ceased  to 
be  ocoujjied  for  the  corresponding  period;  thus  showing  a nett  gain  of  two  houses  for  the  year. 

As  the  population  has  increased  by  50,  and  the  houses  only  by  twO',  this  on  a basis  of  five 
persons  per  house  shows  that  the  accommodation  for  housing  is  not  keeping  pace  with  the  gi'owing 

population.

WATER  SUPPLY. — Much  attention  has  been  given  during  the  year  both  to  the  collection  and 
distribution  of  the  Avater  supply.  Several  samples  of  water  from  the  diffeient  sources  within  the 
district  have  been  analysed  by  the  County  Analyst,  and  only  in  one  case  was  the  Avater  reg^arded  as 
open  to  suspicion.  As  this  water  was  obtained  from  a catclunent  area  Avhere  contamination  might 
possibly  result,  repeated  visits  were  made,  and  as  an  additional  safeguard  the  water  from  this 
source  is  now  treated  by  irrocesses  of  sedimentation  and  filtration  through  sand.  The  whole  of  the 
houses  in  the  district  Avithout  the  Council’s  water  have  been  visited  and  reported  upon.  Those 
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within  a reasonable  distance  of  the  water  mains  are  being  urged  to  obtain  a supply  tlierefroni,  while 
others  less  favouraljly  situated  are  asked  to  provide  a sufficient  and  available  supply  where  the 
existing  supply  is  found  not  to  l>e  satisfaetoi'y . The  supply  during  the  year  has  been  constant, 
and  no  complaint  other  than  tlie  hardness  of  the  su})ply  from  Shaley  Brow  has  lx.'en  heard  of.

To  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Billingt. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  submitting  a report  of  the  sanitary  work  carried  out  during  the  year  1913. 

The  Medical  Officer  and  myself  have  made  at  dih'erent  times  an  inspection  throughout  your 
district,  with  the  following  results:  — 

The  ashpits  have  been  attended  to  regularly,  and  the  drains  been  kept  in  proper  order.  In 
cases  of  any  infectious  diseases  extra  precautions  and  disinfectants  have  been  freely  used,  and  the 
houses  fumigated. 

BAKEHOUSES. — These  have  been  visited  by  your  Medical  Officer  and  myself,  and  we  found 
them  to  be  in  a satisfactory  state.  In  two  oases  the  slojj  pipes  were  defective,  and  the  owners  pro- 
mised to  get  them  made  right  without  delay. 

During  the  year  the  Medical  Officer,  Surveyor,  and  myself  have  met  several  owners  of  in- 
sanitary property,  who  have  agreed  to  remedy  defects  without  the  necessity  of  sending  notices. 

Circulars  have  been  distributed  in  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  for  Hy  pest,  with  good  results. 

Where  roofs  and  chimney  stacks  have  been  thought  dangerous  to  the  public,  the  owner’s  atten- 
tion has  been  called  to  the  same,  and  they  have  been  repaired.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES.— None  in  the  district. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES.— One  licensed. 

SHIPPONS  AND  DAIRIES. — These  have  been  inspected,  and  in  most  cases  kept  limewashed 
regularly.  Those  that  were  not  satisfactory  have  had  attention  called  to  and  notified.
